Regarding claims 1 ,3,5,7,1 1 

After reviewing applicant's arguments on page 10 pertaining to the new and 
unexpected results, applicant's amendments and conducting an updated search none of 
the cited prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed self-sustained 
pulsating laser having the recited limitations of independent claim 1 , where the laser 
system provides stable self-sustained pulsating operation at high temperatures. 

Regarding claims 2,4,6,8,12, 

After reviewing applicant's arguments, amendments and conducting an updated 
search none of the cited prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed self- 
sustained pulsating laser having the recited limitations of independent claim 2, in 
particular having the recited effective refractive index difference the laser system can 
achieve sufficient broadening of light distribution in the horizontal direction.
